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City to Celebrate Fourth of July 
With Fireworks, Concerts, Contests

July Fourth is coming, and 
that to most people means just 
one thing. Fireworks! As in 
past years, there will be a fire¬ 
works display at the Lake 
Park beginning at dusk. Please 
check newspapers or news 
programs for sunset times; 
however, the fireworks usually 
start between 8:30 and 9 p.m. 
Rain date will be Saturday, 
July 5. If that date gets rain¬ 
ed out, the fireworks will be 
postponed one day at a time 
and will be shown as soon as 
weather permits. Please do 
not call either the police or the 
city offices or city employees 
at home for times of dusk or 
rain dates. 

This year’s display is being 
provided by Zambelli Fireworks 
Internationale, manufacturers of 
last year’s show. It will be con¬ 
siderably shorter and smaller 
than last year’s display. This 
year’s package is smaller for sev¬ 
eral reasons: there have been 
large increases in the price of 
fireworks and last year the city 
accidentally received extra fire¬ 
works with its shipment. Fri¬ 
day’s package was purchased by 
the city for $2,851, up $351.75 
from last year, and contains: 60 
9-inch shells, down 5 from last 
year; 80 12-in^h shells, reduced 
from 89; 70 15-inch shells, low¬ 
ered from 85; 55 18-inch shells 
instead of last year’s 62; and an 


undiminished Grand Finale of 
340 skyrockets, all to be fired at 
once. Also included are 9 tradi¬ 
tional ground displays including 
favorites such as “Pin-the-tail- 
on-the-Donkey” and “Niagara 
Falls.” 

This year’s display will be set 
off by the city staff and will run 
for approximately 25 minutes. 

The Greenbelt Concert Band 
will give its traditional “pre-fire¬ 
works” concert at 7 p.m. some¬ 
where in the Lake Park. The 
location of the concert is as yet 
undetermined, as the old band¬ 
stand has been condemned and 
torn down. John DelHomme will 
conduct a wide variety of selec¬ 
tions, including: “American Pa¬ 
trol,” “Chimes of Liberty March,” 
“Parade of the Charioteers” from 
Ben-Hur, “Star-Spangled Spec¬ 
tacular” by George M. Cohan, 
and the usual finale, Tschaikows- 
ky’s “1812 Overture.” The saxo¬ 
phone section will be featured in 
this performance with three se¬ 
lections: “Garden of Roses” by 
Dempsey and Schmid, with Caro¬ 
line Cherrix as soloist; “My 
Hour” by Johnstone, performed 
by a special Saxophone Octet; 
and “Saxophone Cantabile” by 
Levi. The concert will end short¬ 
ly before the fireworks display. 
Emory Harman will be the an¬ 
nouncer. 

Parking 

As always, the Lake parking 
situation on the Fourth is ex¬ 
pected to be bad. Residents are 
advised, if at all possible, to walk 
to the lake. City Lake Parking 


Permit holders should bear in 
mind that the city only reserves 
20 parking spaces for them, and 
that far more than 20 people hold 
such permits. Parking will be 
allowed in the vicinity of the 
Lake Park, along Crescent Road, 
Lastner Lane and Ivy Lane, on 
Friday, July 4 only. The police 
request that people not park in 
residential areas nor block in¬ 
tersections. 

Picnicking 

No reservations can be made 
for picnic areas at the Lake on 
the Fourth. All facilities are 
“first-come, first-serve.” The 
fireworks will be set off at the 
spillway, which will be off-limits 
to all but city personnel. 

The police force will be patrol¬ 
ling the Lake Park area and will 
be enforcing city ordinances 
strictly. Picnickers are remind¬ 
ed of the following rules: no al¬ 
coholic beverages in the Lake 

Park, including beer; no swim¬ 
ming; all animals must be 

leashed, but the police depart¬ 
ment cautions that pets would 
be better left at home, since ani¬ 
mals don’t like the crowds or the 
noise and the odor of the fire¬ 
works; all private boats must be 
registered with the City of 
Greenbelt before they are allowed 
on Greenbelt Lake, though boats 
may be rented from the conces¬ 
sion stand; and most important — 
it is illegal for individuals to use 
firecrackers or sparklers in the 
state of Maryland, so don’t bring 
them! Firecrackers are very 

dangerous in crowds, especially 
with so many children around. 

Recreation 

Both the Springhill Lake Rec¬ 
reation Center and Youth Center 
will open at 12 noon on the 
Fourth and will close at 6 p.m. 
The municipal pool will be open 
from 1 to 8 p.m. Thirty-one 
teams are entered in the Men’s 
‘A’, Men's ‘B’ and Women’s ‘B’ 
Slow - Pitch Softball Tourna ¬ 
ments. The Slow-Pitch games 
will take place on Braden Field 
#2, City Ballfield Park and 
North End, on July 4, 5 and 6. 

First rounds of the City’s An¬ 
nual Firecracker Tennis Tour¬ 
nament begins this weekend. 


Capitol Cadillac Seeks Site Revision 
To Increase Paved Areas for Parking

“Buying a Cadillac is a social 
event. Everyone gets dressed 
up and you can’t expect a lady 
in high heels to go tramping 
through the mud - even for a 
Cadillac!” said attorney David 
Freishtat, as he tried to per¬ 
suade the Greenbelt City 
Council on June 9 to go along 
with a revised site plan. The 
revision calls for the paving 
of a grassy display circle be¬ 


tween the Capitol Cadillac 
building, which is located on 
the Golden Triangle, and the 
Beltway. 

Before coming to the rescue 
of any damsel in distress, coun¬ 
cil indicated it wants Cadillac to 
revise its site plan so that the 
exact areas where cars would be 
parked for sale, for customers, 
for display, for service, etc., 
would be delineated. Council has 
requested the Urban Design Di¬ 
vision of Maryland - National 


Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission (MNCPPC) not to take 
any action on the current plan 
“until compliance with previous 
plans and availability of on-site 
parking" are resolved. In a 4-0 
vote (Councilman Richard Pilski 
was absent), council disapproved 
the plan at this stage. 

“We want a realistic plan,” 
stressed Councilman Richard 
Castaldi, who has consistently

At Last-The $6.4 Million HUD Loan 
For GHI Rehabilitation Is Signed 

Historic Greenbelt — created by the Federal government 
in 1936-37 as a model in community planning — received fur¬ 
ther assistance from the government on Thursday, June 26, 
when the $6.4 million dollar loan to rehabilitate the original 
homes was signed by Kenneth Duncan, Chief Administrative 
Officer for Prince Georges County and by Donald J. Volk, 
president of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI). 


GHI is a housing cooperative 
formed in 1952 after the govern¬ 
ment sold its interest in the com¬ 
munity to the residents. A major 
facelift in the form of a $12/mil- 
lion energy-saving rehabilitation 
program was first approved by the 
1600-member cooperative in Oc¬ 
tober 1978. Recently, on May 28, 
1980. the membership approved an 
additional $8 million to convert 
the heating system from a cen¬ 
tralized oil system to individual¬ 
ized electric system, plus other 
needed maintenance improve¬ 
ments. 

The Department of Housing and 
Urban Devlopment (HUD) award¬ 
ed GHI the largest loan of its 
kind for rehabilitation under its 
Section 312 program. Negotia¬ 
tions for closing the loan had 
ben stymied for several months 
while GHI and HUD worked out 
certain compromises suggested by 
the Maryland Historical Trust on 
changes to the structures, mainly 
windows and siding. 

Now that the closing documents 
on the HUD loan have been sign¬ 
ed, GHI expects to begin the basic 
rehabilitation — insulation, re¬ 
placement thermal windows, and 
new siding on its 992 frame homes 
by late July or early August. Ne¬ 
gotiations are still underway re¬ 
garding historical concerns over 
the window styles to the 574 brick 
and block homes, and siding for 
the block homes.

Repayment 

The HUD loan is not only a 
boon to GHI’s rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram, but also has many other 
advantages to the housing co-op. 
Repayment at the rate of 3% 
interest on the loan does not have 
to begin until 1982, two years from 
the start of construction when the 
major portion of the rehabilita¬ 
tion will be completed: There are 
no fees which are estimated to 
save the cooperative between $12 
and $15 million over the 20 year 
time-period of the loan. And HUD 
has agreed to subordinate its mort¬ 
gage interest should GHI secure 
additional loans over the next 20 
years. 

GHI has divided the frame 
homes into four sections, each to 
be worked on almost simultan¬ 
eously. The first program to be¬ 
gin will be the wall insulation.

To the Editor: 

As a result of a Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., board decision to 
permit individual members to in¬ 
stall a type of insulation which 
may adversely affect their health, 
it is vital that all of us be aware 
of the immediate and long range 
dangers of using urea formalde¬ 
hyde foam insulation in the ex¬ 
terior walls of our homes. This 
go-ahead approval of the board 
to allow UF is a reversal of its 
up to Thursday, June 19, 1980, 
position to consider this product 
as dangerous to the health of the 
members. 

Evidence regarding a frighten¬ 
ing list of health problems has 
been furnished by the U.S. Con¬ 
sumer Product Safety Commis¬ 
sion and reported by the press. 
This information includes, but is 
not limited to, recorded cases of 
eye, nose and throat irritation; 
coughing, shortness of breath, 
skin rashes, nausea, headaches 
and dizziness due to release of 
formaldehyde gas. Symptoms 
may show within days of expos¬ 
ure or months later. Even greater 
concern involves the possibility 
that the gas may cause cancer 
in humans. laboratory animals 
have developed nasal cancer tu¬ 
mors. Testing by government 
sponsored scientific groups and 
by the formaldehyde manufac¬ 
turers is still in progress and 
still showing adverse effects. In 
September CPSC will consider 
the need for additional regulatory 
actions (installers now must pro¬ 
vide safety warnings) and a pos¬ 
sible nationwide ban of the prod¬ 
uct. 

This is not the time to pro¬ 
claim in favor of UF. 

Given the best possible case 
of proper installation, the facts 
show that individuals sensitive to 
formaldehyde may suffer severe 
reactions to very low concentra¬ 
tions of the gas. Neighbors of 
installers may not be immune to 
foam gas because it may be re¬ 
leased over a long period of time. 

Another consideration relates 
to the purpose for which the in¬ 
sulation is installed in the first 
place. UF has a high initial R- 
value (ability to retard heat flow) 
but some studies show that the 
foam shrinks for several months 
after installation, drastically re¬ 
ducing its effectiveness as an in¬ 
sulator, according to Consumer 
Reports 1979 Guide, page 250. 

Members should become ac¬ 
quainted with the facts and de¬ 
cide whether or not the risk is 
worth taking either on their own 
initiative or by sharing the fall¬ 
out of a neighbor’s decision.

pressed for a plan that would re¬ 
flect actual uses of the several 
categories of parking as required 
by the zoning ordinance. 

“We want a site plan that is 
going to be the site plan,” em¬ 
phasized Councilman Charles 
Schwan. He was referring to a 
series of earlier site plans, all of 
which were changed later or not 
fully implemented. For example, 
early site plans showed a “first- 
class” grassy circle for a few dis¬ 
play cars. The latest revision, 
however, calls for a paved display 
circle. There was to be no sign 
where one now stands between 
the dealership building and the 
Beltway in the “grassy” circle. 

Not in Compliance 
The city staff also points out 
that landscaping in the rear of 
the property and plantings adja¬ 
cent to the building and around 
the sign are not in compliance 
with previous site plans. 

“Special measures should be 
taken by the Planning Board to 
assure compliance with an ap¬ 
proved plan, whatever it might 
be,” advised City Manager James 
K. Giese in his memo to council. 

Freishtat was agreeable to 
amending the site plan. He ex¬ 
plained that the dealership has 
had a year of shakedown. “We 
know what our needs are this 
year and can now project into 
the future,” he said. 

According to Freishtat, more 
parking spaces are needed be¬ 
cause business is booming. 
“Greenbelt has been good to us,” 
he said; “. . . Cadillac is selling 
about 150 cars a month, and such 
a volume requires double that 
number of cars in stock. 

Jack Curlett, Cadillac’s general 
manager, told the News Review 
that he has concerns about the 
designation of specific locations 
for the various parking categor¬ 
ies. Cadillac, he said, needs the 
flexibility of moving cars around 
at different seasons and when 
market conditions dictate. 

Employee Parking 
Exact figures as to how many 
display cars could be accommo¬ 
dated on the entire tract have 
not yet been firmed up. However, 
it does appear that some employ¬ 
ees would continue to park off¬ 
site. 

Some 30-50 cars are now 
parked in front of the agency on 
Capitol Drive at any one time, 
most of these vehicles belonging 
to Cadillac employees. Freishtat 
told council that such parking 
could be shifted to Walker Drive 
at the side of the building when 
the road is completed. 

Council is concerned that all 
of Cadillac's parking needs will 
not be met on-site. In a letter 
to MNCPPC Urban Design Divi¬ 
sion, Assistant City Manager 
Dennis Piendak wrote: “. . . as¬ 
suming a need for spaces for 300 
new cars and the 213 for the at¬ 
tendant service operation along 
with parking needs for used cars, 
customers and employees, there 
would appear to be a gross in¬ 
adequacy of available on-site 
parking and possible violation of 
the county zoning ordinance. 
Paving of the display area would 
not seem to alleviate this situa¬ 
tion since, although unpaved, it 
is presently being utilized for ve¬ 
hicles.” 

Further, Piendak notes, “Other 
property owners have already 
verbally expressed to the city 
their dissatisfaction with the un¬ 
sightliness of this on-street 
parking and their concern over 
its effect on the long range ap¬ 
pearance of the Triangle.” 

Council Review 

The city staff expects to meet 
with Cadillac representatives this 
week. After the amended site 
plan is drawn up, city council

will review it and make a rec¬ 
ommendation to Urban Design. 
(The division is responsible for 
refining development standards 
for parking requirements, land¬ 
scaping, building heights and 
setbacks, lot coverage, etc.; the 
type of land uses permitted and 
prohibited; and site plan review. 
Responsibility for enforcement is 
assigned to the Department of 
Licenses and Permits.) 

The final decision on Cadillac’s 
site plan will be made by the 
Urban Design staff, according to 
a staff spokesman. Council ques¬ 
tions this procedure, since pre¬ 
vious decisions on site plans have 
been made by the Planning 
Board. 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board recommended that the 
most recent site plan be approved 
contingent upon (1) the owner’s 
being required to extend the use 
of white pines on a staggered 
layout as shown on the Site Plan, 
so that the proposed paved area 
is completely screened from the 
Capital Beltway and (2) the res¬ 
olution of the matter of non- 
compliance with previously ap¬ 
proved site plans.

GHI Board Toasts HUD Rehab Loan, 
Member’s Letter Causes Brouhaha

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
board meeting (June 26) prior 
to the annual meeting and 
election began with a cham¬ 
pagne toast. Board, staff and 
members present celebrated 
the signing of the $6.4 million 
loan at three percent interest 
from the Department of Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development. 
The loan will finance the be¬ 
ginning phases of rehabilita¬ 
tion of the frame homes. 

Management’s next task will 
be to beef up its engineering 
and secretarial staff to handle 
the extra work generated by 
rehabilitation. Also competing 
for staff’s immediate attention 
are the eight members who 
received board permission in 
April to convert their row of 
homes to electric heat and to 
do their own rehabilitation. 

HUD Loan 

GHI President Don Volk, Sec¬ 
retary Margaret Hogensen, and 
"Treasurer Jim Foster had signed 
the formal loan documents with 
Prince Georges County officials 
in Upper Marlboro earlier in the 
day. Volk congratulated general 
manager Ken Kopstein and the 
staff. The signing represents the 
completion of “an awful lot of 
work from an awful lot of peo¬ 
ple, ’ he said. Then half jokingly, 
he added, “Our troubles are just 
beginning. Now there will be 
real construction inconveniencing 
real people.” 

Volk presented plaques for 
service to retiring board mem¬ 
bers Jim Smith and Norman 
Weyel; to Arthur Gropp, mem¬ 
ber and chairman of the Andit 
Committee for several years; 
and to Mary Clarke, member ,.f 
the board for three years. Ben 
Hogensen, who has attended al¬ 
most every board meeting arid 
many committee meetings since 
moving to Greenbelt, received a 
certificate for his “invaluable 
service to the cooperative as a 
member.” 

Ruth Myers presented a letter 
from her attorney to Volk, She 
asked that he read it into the 
record as an earlier letter to Volk 
had “gone astray.” The Myers 7 
row of eight units, 11 A-H Ridge 
Road, plans to pioneer both re¬ 
habilitation and heat conversion; 
they have solicited bids which 
expire July 5, and are awaiting 
final approval from GHI to move 
ahead. The group has been frus¬ 
trated, Myers said, in trying to 
determine what GHI required of 
them, and so had written to ask. 
She charged that her earlier let¬ 
ter to Volk had not reached him. 
Instead, she said, Kopstein re¬ 
sponded to their quesetions with 
a letter indicating that for the 
eight members there would be no 
appreciable decrease in the 
charge for heating maintenance 
and that the group would need 
to present contracts signed, sub¬ 
ject to GHI approval, by each 
member showing the work to be 
done. 

Myers’ second letter to Volk, 
written by the attorney, demand¬ 
ed a reply from the board within 
seven days, giving the specific 
reduction in heating charges so 
the group could determine the 
economic feasibility of going 
ahead with their plans. 

Calling Myers’ action prema¬ 
ture, Director Norman Weyel 
recommended forwarding the let¬ 
ter to GHI’s attorney, A1 Gins- 
burg, for a response. His propo¬ 
sal brought an angry response 
from Director Ed James. 

“It is unethical of Ginsburg,” 


said James, “to be paid (in part) 
by a member he’s going to act 
against. Interrupting, Smith ob¬ 
jected. 

“I don’t care what a lame duck 
board member says,” James de¬ 
clared, stopping Smith in mid¬ 
sentence. 

“We have no other option,” 
Volk tried quietly to explain. 

“Quit interrupting me!” shout¬ 
ed James to Volk. “Keep your 
mouth shut!” 

“A letter from a professional 
person, an attorney, needs to be 
responded to in kind,” explained 
Smith. “That is the ethical thing 
to do. We involve our counsel to 
protect the rights of all members. 
Any person that does professional 
work for the board gets paid by 
the members. We are not taking 
action against any member.” 

Heating Charges 
So angered by what she ap¬ 
parently considered Kopstein’s 
lack of cooperation, Myers said 
“management does not want it 
done.” (At the April meeting 
when the board had approved 
their project, GHI comptroller 
Don McGinn had said the re¬ 
maining heating charges would 
be nominal, Myers recalled.) The 
cost of dismantling the old plants, 
weekend and night crews, heat¬ 
ing the administration building 
and other items will have to be 
shared by the eight members af¬ 
ter their units have been convert¬ 
ed. Smith’s motion directed man¬ 
agement to determine the charg¬ 
es based on the savings the cor¬ 
poration would realize from tak¬ 
ing one row out of the system. 
Kopstein warned that the sav¬ 
ings would be slight until a sub¬ 
stantial number of units are off¬ 
line. 

“We’d like to be able to be gen¬ 
erous,” said Director Bobbi Mc¬ 
Carthy, “but not at the expense 
of the other members.” 

Member Steve Curtis strenu¬ 
ously objected. “There is a real 
need to come up with the actual 
costs.” How many rows will it 
take for how much savings? He 
objected to use of the old 1950’s 
heating formula, which he said 
was inappropriate for the 1980’s. 
“It’s time for the staff to get cur¬ 
rent,” he continued. “I question 
staff’s ability to do it.” 

Smith pointed out that specif¬ 
ic cost figures could not be pro¬ 
vided, because they do not yet 
exist. McCarthy moved to table 
until more information could be 
gathered. A voice vote appeared 
to support that motion and My¬ 
ers’ group walked out. 

Volk then asked for a show of 
hands: voting yes were Weyel, 
Smith, Foster and McCarthy; 
voting no, Moryadas, James, Ho¬ 
gensen and Volk. The motion 
failed. “It would not be fruitful 
to table,” Volk explained his 


vote. “We can't reach conclu¬ 
sions tonight, but we can lay out 
plans.” 

Moryadas was not so sure. 
“What we are seeing is the in¬ 
ability of the board to come to 
a decision.” 

At the June 26 meeting McGinn 
promised a written proposal by 
the end of the week for the re¬ 
maining heating charges, but he 
and Kopstein emphasized that the 
figures would be only an estimate, 
probably somewhere around $25 
per member per month. 

Contract Approval 

Myers, who had by this time 
returned to the room, also re¬ 
jected the idea of management's 
being able to disapprove their 
signed contracts. ‘We cannot en¬ 
ter into a contract that manage¬ 
ment can disapprove!” she as¬ 
serted. 

Kopstein explained that the 
corporation must have a definite 
commitment from each of the 
eight members that they intend 
to carry through on the conver¬ 
sion. If one member reneges at 
the last minute, he said, GHI 
would have to maintain the heat¬ 
ing plant to provide heat to that 
unit. Signing a petition of in¬ 
tent, which all have done, is a 
lot different from being willing 
to pay for that conversion, he 
continued. 

The board agreed, but tried to 
reassure Myers that if the plans 
and specs had already been re¬ 
ceived and approved, which My¬ 
ers said has been done, then there 
should be no problem in having 
GHI approve the contracts. 

Codicil 

Kopstein indicated that the 
codicil to the mutual ownership 
contract, which the eight mem¬ 
bers must sign, has been drafted 
by GHI’s attorney and should be 
available for the members to sign. 
The codicil would acknowledge 
that the members would be re¬ 
sponsible for paying for their 
own individual heat. The con¬ 
tract now states that the cost 
of heating will be paid by GHI 
and then apportioned to the 
members based on the heating 
formula, which is determined by 
interior space to be heated. 

Others viewed the situation dif¬ 
ferently. Smith and Weyel sym¬ 
pathized with the overburdened 
staff. “The corporation needs to 
be careful that in its efforts to 
be responsible to individual 
needs, it is not going to jeopard¬ 
ize the rest,” Smith said. 

“W,e just signed today a ($6.4 
million) program. I don’t think 
we should pull off our staff from 
getting that program underway. 

In part Kopstein blamed an 
overworked staff for the prob¬ 
lems confronting Myers. “Some 
things have fallen through the 
cracks,” he admitted. “It can’t 


all be done.” He pointed out the 
need to hire someone with en¬ 
gineering skills to work on the 
rehabilitation program. “We have 
only one staff engineer. I don’t 
think you realize the number of 
roles you’ve asked of him— re¬ 
hab, resales inspection, contract 
supervision. He’s had no vacation. 
What happens if he goes away for 
two weeks?” 

Bob Wilhide agreed with Kop¬ 
stein, citing “lack of communica¬ 
tion” and “pressures on an over¬ 
taxed staff ... I know the specs 
are there. Unfortunately the 
Myers got caught in it.

Plays Are Deemed Theatrical Success

Sunday evening, June 29, I trudged through the torrents 
of rain, braving the threatening tornado storm, to attend the 
Greenbelt Players* new presentation, “Views - An Evening of 
One-Act Plays.’* The four plays were a workshop production 
of the Greenbelt Cultural Arts Center at the Utopia theater. 
As I dried out, I noticed something different in the theater. 
My last visit had been on a Saturday night to “A Ticket to 
Broadway.” I had a time finding a seat. This past Sunday 
evening, I had a time finding an audience. 

Was it the threatening storm? 

Is Sunday night a bad night for 
this type of theater? Perhaps it 
was the article I had written in 
the last issue announcing the up¬ 
coming plays. 

If the problem was any of the 
above, you have another opportun¬ 
ity to see these plays. Friday- 
Sunday, July 11, 12, and 13 at 
8:15 each evening. 

This is real theater workshop 
in the raw — a time when the 
pros mix with the apprentices to 
offer many surprises. It is inter¬ 
esting, fun and enriching. It is 
a time and place where the actor 
sharpens his skills or tries out 
new techniques. 

The evening opened with “The 
Make-Up Artist” by David Henry 
Wilson. I was surprised to be re¬ 
minded of Marlon Brando and 
Eva Marie Saint, when they were 
both young and starting out Stu¬ 
art B. Fensterheim. as Jack, and 
Tracy Cumberland, as Mary, did 
remind of the two who became 
stars — one a super-star. The 
direction of Skip Pocock was ex¬ 
tremely good, especially consid¬ 
ering that this is his first time as 
a director. These three young 
artists offer much talent, much 
promise, and Will be well worth 
watching as their careers develop. 

Fensterheim appears to be a 
“Method Actor.” I feel he can use 
some help, here and there. He 
takes command of the stage and 
is successful in hooking his aud¬ 
ience. He possesses good looks, 
theatrical stature, and an out¬ 
standing voice but I would like to 
see more facial expressions. 

Tracy Cumberland was cast per¬ 
fectly as an opposite character 
study. Some might suggest that 
she underplayed the role a bit. 

This play was a good choice. In 
my opinion, the Director and the 
two Actors did a splendid job. 

“The Open Window” by H. H. 

Munro followed as the second 
play. Kelly Holl, Skip Pocock, 

Tracy Cumberland, Judith Holl¬ 
and, John Lebkicher, and David 
Anderson were the players. Judith 
Holland directed. I feel the ac¬ 
tors need more work in order to 
bring this play off. Perhaps more 
experience is needed for this 
script. Many successful pros and 
comedians will tell you that tim¬ 
ing and inflections are needed to 
bring this type of play to an aud¬ 
ience. Learning lines and going 
through the script does not a 
romantic-comedy make. What is 
missing can be corrected and im¬ 
proved before the next perform¬ 
ances by playing more to the 
audience and reacting more to 
each other. The parts were cast 
well enough and a little more 
work can produce another winner.

GHI NOTES 

Some members have indicated 
that they wish to begin aspects 
of the rehabilitation program pri¬ 
or to the time GHI will get to 
their court or home. Members 
are reminded that no rehabilita¬ 
tion work — siding, insulation, 
new windows, etc. — may be be¬ 
gun without specific approval 
from GHI. 

There are several reasons for 
this: 1) GHI cannot go out to 
bid without knowing the exact 
number of homes to receive the 
various components of the reha¬ 
bilitation work; 2) If GHI is to 
maintain those items in the re¬ 
habilitation program, certain 
standards must be met as well as 
uniformity of products; 3) GHI 
can assist the member in making 
informed choices: 4) All phases 
of the rehabilitation program will 
be interfaced with each other; 
therefore, if, for example, a 
member insulates his home prior 
to new wiring being installed, the 
insulation may have to be remov¬ 
ed. Presently, the staff engineer, 
Ove Kongsted, is reviewing reha¬ 
bilitation work for approval. 

Members who perform rehabili¬ 
tation work without specific ap¬ 
proval from GHI may incur the 
possibility of additional charges. 
Members are reminded that all 
will pay a proportionate share 
of the overhead costs even if 
some of the work is not per¬ 
formed on their homes and furn- 
inshings. 

Recently one member improp¬ 
erly removed a radiator and the 
unit flooded causing considerable 
damage. All radiators and heating 
pipes will be removed as part of 
the conversion to electric heat.
